1. FONMIN KHALID OFFERED BALANCED, CAUTIOUSLY UPBEAT VIEW OF UNGA 
SPECIAL SESSION. DISMISSING CONFRONTATION AS FUTILE, HE CLAIMED 

TO DISCERN NEW RECOGNITION OF WORLD INTERDEPENDENCY IN WAKE OF 
ENERGY CRISIS. HE COMMENDED EXPRESSIONS OF THIS AWARENESS IN 
JOBERT AND SCHEEL SPEECHES AND SAID THAT NEVER BEFORE HAD US 
PRODUCED "SUCH CLEAR THOUGHTS ON SUCH SERIOUS ISSUES" AS IN 
DR. KISSINGER S SPEECH TO SPECIAL SESSION. HE COMMENDED KISSINGER 
"BLUEPRINT" TO CAREFUL ATTENTION OF US BUSINESS AND PUBLIC 
OPINION LEADERS. WHILE HE PRAISED PRESIDENT BOUMEDIENE'S 
DIAGNOSIS OF THIRD WORLD FRUSTRATIONS, THERE WAS AMBIGUITY IN HIS 
REJECTION OF CHARGES THAT ALGERIAN 

PRESIDENT HOPED SIMPLY TO DEFLECT ANGER OF BLACK COUNTRIES TOWARD 
RICH INDUSTRIAL NATIONS AN HAD NOTHING TO OFFER POOR LANDS 
BEYOND RECOMMENDATION THAT THEY NATIONALIZE THEIR RESOURCES. 

2. KHALID DEVOTED BULK OF SPEECH TO DISCUSSION TWO ISSUES: 
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FOOD AND HUNGER, AND TRANSNATIONAL CORPORATIONS. 
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3. TO MEET FOOD DEMANDS OF SAHEL DROUGHT, KHALID OFFERED TO 
DEVELOP ABUNDANT SUDANESE LAND AND WATER RESOURCES IN 
COLLABORATION WITH "THOSE WHO HAVE MONEY, AND THOSE WHO HAVE 
TECHNICAL KNOW-HOW." IN BROADER TERMS, HE DEFINED PRINCIPAL 
OBSTACLES TO DEVELOPMENT OF ADEQUATE WORLD FOOD SUPPLY AS 
INFLATION, INADEQUACY OF DEVELOPMENT AID, SPIRALING POPULATION 
AND SHORTAGE OF FERTILIZER. HE CALLED ON SPECIAL SESSION TO 
SEARCH FOR "NEW TOOLS" TO DEAL WITH INFLATION AND COMMENDED 
CHINESE APPROACH TO AID. HE WELCOMED AID PLEDGES OF OIL- 
PRODUCING NATIONS, DECRIED WASTE OF GAS WHICH COULD 

BE USED FOR FERTILIZER PRODUCTION AND PROPOSED ENORMOUS INVESTMENT 
IN EXPANDING FERTILIZER-PRODUCING CAPACITY. 

4. CITIN EVIDENCE OF MISBEHAVIOR BY LARGE CORPORATIONS UNCOVERED 
BY INVESTIGATIONS IN JAPAN, ITALY AND US, KHALID CALLED FOR 

INT'L CODE OF CONDUCT FOR MULTINATIONS AND UN PROBE 
INTO THEIR FINANCES AND MANAGEMENT. 
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
